KILLED BY SENATE 


Upper House Votes 19 to 12 


Against Harper-Gehrmann 
Measure 
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Madison—OP)— Without one word 


of debate, the senate today voted 19 
to 12 to kill the Harper-Gehrmann 
bill for state aid to schools. 


The bill was 'introduced in the as-

Find Body Of 
Unidentified 
Man In Bay 


Authorities Start Quiz at 


Green Bay—Body Weigh- 
ed Down by Stone 


Green Bay — (fP)~ The body of an 


unidentified man was taken 
from 


the waters of Green bay near Pana- 
ma beach, about seven miles north 
of the city about 7 o'clock last 
night. It 'apparently had been in the 
water about three weeks, according 
"to Dr. P. M. Clifford who swam out 
from shore to investigate, when his 
attention was directed to it by Har- 
old J. Neville, county clerk. Both 
men have cottages near by. Investi- 
gation showed that a 30 pound piece 
of limestone -was tied to one ankle 
of the body by- a four-foot piece of 
rope. The body was disfigured be- 
yond recognition and 
the . pockets 


contained nothing to help in identi- 
fying it. Only a cheajj watch and 
a pocketbook containing a common 
wood screw and a key were found 
on the body. Coroner Prank Hodek 
and Sheriff Joseph Francis 
were 


conducting an investigation today. 
No persons fitting the description 
of the man have been reported miss- 
ing here. 


The victim was apparently a man 


between 30 and 40 years old about 
5 feet 6 inches tall, weighing from 
150 to 160 pounds. 
He had black 


hair. He wore a blue work shirt, 
dark trousers a dark gray or black 
sweater vest, lisle sox and black ox- 
fords.

have floated from the vicinity of 
Oconto. It had sufficient buoyancy to 
lift up the stone.

Police Chief Points Out That 


Statutes Regarding Sale 
Will Be Enforced 


A warning was issued this week 


by Captain P. J. Vaughn, acting 
chief of police here, that Appleton 
storekeepers must conform to 
the 


state regulations regarding the sale 
of fireworks and firecrackers. Cap- 
tain Vaughn said he Is instructing 
the officers to strictly enforce 
the 


laws. 


Last year a large quantity of fire- 


works and firecrackers was seized 
and confiscated under the new law, 
which went in effect Aug. 5. 1929. 
This law still is operathe, the po- 
lice chief said. 


This law provides that the only 


kinds of fireworks which can be 
sold, stored, or used In this state are 
firecrackers not more than two inch- 
es in length and not more than 
three-eights of an inch in diameter, 
colored fire in covered containers, 
light torches with lightning ends 
covered, fountains, flower pots and 
display wheels, throwing a display 
not more than six feet and uncolored 
sparklers not moro than 10 inches in 
length overall and three-sixteenths 
of an inch in diameter. 


Possession of fir© balloons, mor- 


tars, explosive canes, toy pistols, any 
contrivance using explosive 
caps, 


any article containing compound of 
mercury or yellow phosphorus, or 
any firecrackers or fireworks larger 
than those listed above is positively 
prohibited. 


The larger disolays may be obtain- 


ed only by public authorities or pri- 
vate Individuals, who obtain special 
permit and file a $5,000 bond. 


The law also provides that fire- 


works and firecrackers shall not be 
kept in the neighborhood of any 
gasoline pump or storage place. 


Penalties for violation of the law 


are severe and offenders may get 
both a fine and jail sentence.

Diggers Uncover Ancient 


Royal Governor's Palace 


Williamsburg, Va.—Digging 
into 


mounds and weedy banks here ex- 
cavators have uncovered foundations 
and floors of the royal governor's 
palace and a mysterious passage- 
way suggesting a secret exit for the 
king's rulers of Virginia in the pre- 
Revolutionary days. 


The palace, erected about 1700, one 


of. the first buildings in the old cap- 
ital, was considered the finest struc- 
ture in America until it was destroy- 
ed by fire 'shortly after the Revolu- 
tion. In the years since then the 
ruins have been completely covered 
by earth and vegetation. Recent- 
ly John D. Rockefeller, Jr., started 
restoration. 


Marble Floors 


Several ,f eet under the present sur- 


face workmen's picks struck the 
foundations. These have been uncov- 
ered,'little damaged by the ravages 
of time. Even the marble floor, on 
which dignified 'colonial gentlemen 


in powdered wigs bowed gallantly to 
beautiful ladies, was found Intact. 


In attempting to locate the- old 


deer park and formal gardens in the 
rear, skeletons of 90 men were dis- 
covered. It is thought they were bur. 
led there after dying in the pal- 
ace, which was used as a hospital 
Curing- the seige of Torktown. 


The mysterious passageway 
was 


found when workmen dug into a 
tree-covered mound near the palace. 
As they probed downward into the 
earth and scooped up shovel after 
shovel of dirt they at last unco-N jred 
a brick-walled opening. 


Mystery Tunnel

opening into a 15-foot tunnel. From 
the tunnel, penetrating- inward and 
downward, was a. bricklined

Pacifists may find additional cause 


for criticism in the governmental sub- 


^ sidies being paid to aviation and the 


merchant marine in our mail contracts. 
;Postmaster-General Brown announces 
that one of the main reasons for the 
government's substantial support of 
these industries is their extreme im- 
portance in the matter of-national de- 
fense. 


In aviation the government is now 


iexpending $17,000,000 per year in air 
•mail contracts and paying American 


( steamship companies $19,000,000 annu- 


ally for carrying United States' mails. 


Governmental receipts from the air 


mail pay for less than one-half the 


J .cost of handling. The balance is a sub- 


sidy paid oh air mail,contracts without 
which commercial aviation would be 


, -far behind its present state. It lias 


made possible the extension of daily 
service to 23 domestic air mail routes 
totaling more than 22,000 miles, and 


, over foreign lines of approximately 


, 18,000 miles. The air mail, allied with 
,.,<:ommercial_a.v5ation, is developing ef- 


Httt;ifl4~2iii titfllanet and training 


a flying personnel which w^ll be im- 
mediately available in time of war. 


Mail contracts to the merchant ma- 


rine on'a mileage basis specify that 
during the.ten year period they are ef- 
fective;. 100\ fast cargo and;passenger 
ships must be'built. Under this pro- 
gram 24 ships have already been con- 
structed and 24 others are now on the 
ways in various shipyards. 


Payments are high but the govern- 


ment expects compensation by having 
a merchant marine which will provide, 
insurance against the hazards of trade 
competition and the danger of foreign 
•aggression. It does not expect to find , 
itself in the helpless condition existing 
in 1917 and 1918. 


No criticism of the government's 


policy as to these subsidies can be 
justly offered, for.these two industries 
are generally conceded to be essential 
to our national progress. Besides there 
is the element of national pride in keep- 
ing apace with the rest of the world 
on the sea and in the air. 


FEDERAL LAWS 


The public may have reassured faith 


that the violation of federal laws is no 
monkey business, not a trifling matter 
by any means.- Defiance of laws, both 
state and federal, by bands of criminals 
and racketeers has Been common prac- 
tice for altogether too long a time. 


The impossibility of obtaining con- 


victions for flagrant law violations in 
some of our large . municipalities has, 
produced quite plausible

'the department 'of justice elected to 
make the fight on income tax evasions 
and prohibition conspiracies.

General Mitchell announced some time 
ago that the whole strength of the gov-

' ployed. And' he meant business. Ac- 
tion followed and the results are tick- 
ling the sensibilities of Mr. Average 
Citizen sitting on the side lines and 
viewing the passive discomfiture of 
local law enforcers whose pre-election, 
speeches of. promised clean-ups were 
so often "placed on the table" for fur- 
ther: consideration. 


Part of the Chicago federal crew is 


now moving on New York. Advance 
billings of their coming performance in 
that c.ity'are reported to have resulted 
in a flood of belated income tax re- 
turns from repentant racketeers who 
hope to escape the penalty by quick 
confession. 


The public is gratified at the prog- 


ress made. 'Beer runners; -rum deal- 
ers, narcotic peddlers and racketeers o£ 
all descriptions must realize that the 
arm of the federal law is still long and 
has a powerful grip. The department 
of justice is doing a big job. 
It is 


helping to destroy a cynical and defiant 
attitude toward 
American criminal 


law procedure. It is making plain that 
neither terrorism nor corruption can 
halt the legal processes of the federal 
authorities.

Lawyers found Capone's patron- 


age profitable, even if their ethics 
were strained thereby.

Moreover, as chief cf the gang, 


Capone was required to pay the le- 
gal expenses and provide bond for 
any of the gang members who got 
into trouble. And this expense was 
on the same scale, too. Of course,

STATE TAKES LEAD 


REGULATING TRUSTS 


Governor 
Signs Bill 
At- 


tempting to Define Stand- 
ards 


Madison — W)— "Wisconsin 
took 


the lead in the regulation of invest- 
ment trust shares when Gov. Philip 
LaFollette yesterday signed a bill at- 
tempting to define standards under 
which such securities are sold to the 
public. 


The bill was introduced by Sen. 


Irving Mehigan, Milwaukee. Hereto- 
fore investment trust shares could be 
sold without a license. "Dnder the 
new law such shares or certificates 
must qualify for a permit to be Is- 
sued by the securities division of the 
Public Service commission. 


The governor also signed a bill ex- 


empting from taxation property own- 
ed by women's organizations which 
is used for social or educational pur- 
poses and not for pecuniary profits. 


Other measures approved: 
A bill giving the county board the 


right to establish the width of a 
highway on the approval of the gov- 
erning board of the municipality 
where a highway is to be widened. 


A. bill prohibiting' the moving of 


pile drives, steam shovels and sim- 
ilar railroad machinery outside yard 
limits except with a full crew. 


A bill permitting towns to contract 


with town or villages in adjoining 
counties to pay the cost of fire pro- 
tection and giving them the right 
to contract with private 
corpora- 


tions and individuals. 


A bill permitting the 
board of 


school district No. 1 of the town of 
Brooklyn and village of Green Lake, 
Green Lake county, to lease land 
owned by the district to another or- 
ganization for the purpose of build- 
ing a, gymnasium thereon and leas- 
ing such gymnasium from such or- 
ganization.

Noses change, fingers take 
on intelligence or they don't, tones 
set in accordance •with some Jaw 
about which I know nothing. Child- 
ren continue to be a ;»ystery and a 
beckoning gesture as far as I am 
concerned.

However, 
the two Club bid has relieved East 
of any duty to respond to the 
double and the bid made should 
be his own and therefore tv.-o Dia- 
monds. When West on the second 
round mentions the Spades,

Cannon was suspended after in- 


vestigation of charges of ambulance 
chasing and malpractice two years 
ago. The supreme court, answering 
his petition for reinstatement, pass- 
ed the matter to the state Aboard of 
bar commissioners 
to determine if 


Cannon had 
made 
unwarranted 


charges against the state judiciary. 
The supreme court then adjourned 
for summer vacation. 


The bill introduced by Assembly- 


man John Grobschmidt, Milwaukee, 
for Cannon's reinstatement was up- 
held in the senate by Senator John 
B. Cashman, Denmark, who held the 
floor an hour in defense of the at- 
torney's record and the right of the 
legislature to set aside 
the court's 
verdict. 


"The only trouble with Cannon," 


he said, "is that he is a poor man's 
lawyer. The legislature has all the 
power.
